Old Ironhead is coming through! 
Most of us have been watching the 
rivers in frustration as the high and 
muddy streams roll by. The 
unpredicted amount of rain has kept 
the Coast Streams out of shape even 
since the fish started running. Locally, 
the Sandy and the Clackamas have 
been too high for good fishing. You 
can plunk if you use lots of lead to 
hold bottom, but when it required 2 
ounces to just get a bottom topping 
drift, that is too much. 

The Clackamas is staying dirtier 
than ususal this year, due to the heavy 
rain washing over the road 
construction projects along the middle 
section of the river. This could c.ear 
up or it might continue all winter. 

Most of the early fish are hatchery 
plants made two years ago. These 
planted fish have a habit of moving 
up-stream very fast until they reach 
the spot where they were planted. 
From then on they seem to travel 
more leisurely. High or muddy water 
doesn’t slow them down, so if you are 
kept from fishing by the water 
conditions, no one gets a chance at 
these fish running the high water. 

During the few days the water 
levels have permitted much fishing in 
the Sandy, no large concentrations 
have been discovered. In the Marmot 
area, where water level is most active 
for good fishing, very few fish have 
been taken this year. In the Canyon 
area just below Marmot, no success at 
all, but this particular stretch down to 
the Verretti hole is considered a late 
season area, anyway February is the 
best month to risk your neck getting 
down in there. 

The verretti Hole has yielded a few- 
fish but not more than one on any 
given day, I am told. From Revenue 
Bridge to Cedar Creek, the seasons 
total yield is less than 10 fish. lii fact, 
until you get down to Dodge Park, 
there is no good tidings yet for this 
season. 



Deer season is long past, but this 
trophy buck deserves special mention. 
Bob Rousch, Leadman in 601 shot this 
big buck just south of Molalla. Oregon. 
The animal weighed in at 180 pounds, 
field dressed. Shot once through the 
shoulder at 100 yards with a Grant 
Holly built 2.57 improved rifle, 
stocked by Roberts. The bullet was a 
117 grain Nosier partitioned. The deer 
carried five points on each side, had an 
18” beam and a 13” height to the 
rock. Except for the one deformed 
point, visible in the photo on the left 
antler (right side in the picture), this 
head would have made the Boone and 
Crrockett register. 


Oxbow has had a few good 
warnings. One thing about this lower 
river area is that it is fishable more 
days than the river up above. More 
room for the water to spread out, 
must be the answer. For on many days 
when the water is too high and fast for 
drifting above Dodge Park.it is still O. 
K. at Oxbow. The great increase in 
water volume doesn't change the 
river’s character so severally there. The 
river is not falling so fast at that area 
as it is above. 

Most of the fish are yet to come 
and a good Christmas Present for all 
you Steel headers, is that one day the 
water is right and the fish are in. That 
could be any day now.
